WOMAN KILLED BY THE MAD- 
MAN’S REVOLVER. 


The Pastor’s Head Severed While Per- 
forming His Sacred O!fice—The Maniac 
Wields His Sword and Creates a Panic 
—Fruitless Pursuit—Victim of Crimp- 
ers—Comment on the Italian Award— 
Newfoundland Fisheries—Foreign. 


MapDnriID, April16.—A most horrible crime 
was committed yesterday in a church at 
Anglesola, a village in the province of Lerida. 
‘The usual services of Good Friday were being 
observed andthe church was being filled to 
‘its utmost capacity with devout worshippers. 
Everything was calm as became the solemn 
ceremonies and Father Francisco Marti, 
the priest m charge of the 
parish was kneeling at the altar. 
Suddenly, without a word of warning, a man, 
‘armed with a revolver and short sword, 
sprang out from behind the pulpit, to the 
left of the altar, where he had been con- 
cealed, and rushed upon the priest, brandish- 
ing his sword. Father Marti, whose back 
‘Was to.the congregation, seemed to have in- 
tuitive warning that danger threatened him 
and he partly turned his head 
in the direction of the man, 
but he was too late to do 
more than raise his hand to attempt to ward 
off the sword blow he saw aimed athim. The 
man stood over his kneeling victim, and in 
an instant the priest lay dead in front of the 
altar, where he had long served. The assas- 
sin’s blow had struck the back of his neck, 
and the keen blade almost severed his head 
frem his body. The eorpse fell forward, and 
a*Stream of blood poured down the altar 
steps. Part of the hand the priest had 
raised in his vain effort to ward off the blow 
was cut off and lay beside the bleeding body. 
A SCENE OF PANIC. 

By this time the people realized the awful- 
ness of the tragedy they had just seen enact- 
ed. Women shrieked in terror and many of 
them fainted away. Some of the more cool 
headed men attending the services made an 
attempt to seize the murderer, but they were 
thwarted by the assassin, who had armed 
himself with a revolver for just such a con- 
tingency. Levelling his weapon, he fired 
right and left and drove his would-be captors 
to seek safety in filght. One woman, shrink- 
ingand crouching close to the altar rails, 
was hit by one of the builets. She uttereda 
shriek, threw up her hands and fell dead to 
the floor. 

i The worshippers were panic-stricken. A 
general rush was imade for the door, and 
many of the people were thrown down and 
trampled upon by the excited throngs benind | 
them. Several of them were quite seriously 
injured inthis manner, among the number 
being some children, who, itis believed, will 
‘die. The assassin, whose revolver was 
now emptied,, sprang into the fleeing 
crowd, and wielding his sword _ still 
dripping with the blood of the 
massacred priest, he slashed right and 
left, cutting hts way to the street. The crowd 
huddled closer together to avoid the vicious 
blows aimed at them, makingas faras pos- 
sible a clear path for the mur 
derer, but quite a number of them 
were hit by the sharp weapon and very 
dangerously wounded. Once he reached the 
street the assassin started on arun and soon 
vanished. 

PURSUIT COMMENCED. 

The civil guard was alarmed by the fright- 
ened people and a pursuit was immediately 
organized. The village was thoroughly 
aroused and members of the civiliguards were 
sent to guard the surrounding country. Thus 
far all effortsto capture the murderer were 
vain, but the search has not been abandoued. 
“From descriptions given of him, the mur- 
derer has been identified as a retired soldier. 
The tragedy has caused Widespread sorrow 
and indignation, and the whole village of 
Angilesota is mourning for Father Marti, who 
was universally loved and respected by his 
parishioners. 

It is thought probable that the assassin has 
sought some secluded place and there killed 

’ himself. Noreason is known for the crime, 
and it is believed by almost everyone that the 
man was insane, 


RAVACHOL’S COUNSEL. 


THE PARIS ANARCHIST WRITES A LETTER RE- 
TAINING AN ADVOCATE. 


Paris, April 16.—Ravachol has chosen 
Maitre LaGasse to defend him. The learned 
counsel has received from him the following 


letter: 

MONSIEUR—You defended my friends, DeCamp 
and Dardare, admirably, sol beg youto be sokind 
as to undertake my defense, RtAVACHOL. 

The manner in which certain words are 
misspelled shows that the prisoner is very 
illiterate, despite his marvelous acquaint- 
ance with certain chemical mysteries. Maitre 
LaGasse attributes Ravachol’s choice to the 
fact that in his defense of the two Anarchists 
who were implicated inthe ‘‘Clichy affair,’’ 
he explained their theories at considerable 
length. He madeno attempt to palliate their 
dynamite programme, but the Anarchists 
liked his address which was produced in 
pamphiet form and profusely distributed at 
the meetings. 

The German Government does not intend 
to propose or to listen to any agreements be- 
tween the governments with regard to An- 
archists. It is, on thecontrary, of the opinion 
that it istheduty of each Government to 
deal with such crimes by itself, especially as 
they are the work of a few half crazy fanatics, 
who have no hold of any kind upon the 
people. Even the possibility of the existence 
of an international organization of dyna- 
miters and Anarchists would not affect this 
attitude on the part of Germany.

FISHERIES DISPUTE. 


NEWFOUNDLAND FAVORING AMERICANS—DOMIN 
ION AFFAIRS. 

HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, April 16.—The New- 
foundiand Legislature yesterday rejected a 
motion to impose a tax upon United States ves- 
sels obtaining bait in Newfoundlandwatersun- 
less the Newfoundland fish is admitted free of 
duty into the United States, and to impose an 
export tax on frozen herring shipped in 
United States bottoms. The Premier said the 
matter was nowthe subject of negotiations 
between England, the United States and Can- 
ada and Newfoundland. Hespokeof Canadian 
opposition to the Bond-Blaine Convention 
and said the Americans spent hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in Newfoundland in win- 
ter and it was futile to attempt retaliation 
against the United States. Newfoundland 
did not succeed inthe fishery, he said, be- 
cause their ships, gear and appliances were 
inferior to those of the Americans. The 
United States, by signing the corvention, 
had done all that was possible on its part. 


DOMINION AFFAIRS, 

TORONTO, Ontario, April16é.—A rumor was 
Current yesterday that broker A. G. Brown, 
who fied from this city last week after having 
committed a series of forgeries, had been ar- 
rested in Texas, but all efforts to confirm the 
rumor failed. The crown attorney says he 
heard that Brown had been taken into 
custody, but he did not think that it was 
true, for as faras he knew no steps had been 
taken against him, no information had been 
laid, nor had any warrant been issued. At 
the attorney-general’s it was learned no 
steps had been taken to bring Brown back. 
Detectives, however, think he may be picked 
up somewhere and detained by the American 
authorities. 

Alarming reports are current at Quebec re.- 
garding the condition of His Eminence Car- 
dinal Taschereau. His physical ‘strength 
seems to be unimpaired,but there are indica- 
tions that his mental balance is gradually be- 
coming unstrung. 

It is understood that alleged ‘‘boodling’’ 
charges in connection with the Lake St, John 
Rallroad against Sir Adolphe Caron, Posc- 
master General of Canada willbe tivestt- 
gated. 


STEAMBOAT SUNK. 


Loss ofthe Arkansas River Packst Boat, 
Joe Peters. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 16.—The Memphis 
and Arkansas River Packet Co, steamer, Joe 
Peters, sank last evening near Garrison’s 
Landing, forty miles below Pine Pluff, Ark. 
The boat and cargoare reported a total loss. 
She was valued at $15,000 and 
was insured against fire, but not 
against sinking. ‘Ihe cargo loss is covered 
by open policies of the Memphis Cotton Fac- 
tors and other merchants. This leaves the 
packet company without boat, the Eugene, 
which sank some time since, being yet under 
water near White River Cutoff above Helena. 

No lives were lostand and no further par- 
ticulars have been received. 


BOB WILLARD , WOUNDED. 

NEw YoOrK, April 16.—While -‘Bob’’ Willard 
was rehearsing at the Bijou Theater last 
night inthe play ‘‘Across the Potomac,’’ he 
was shotin the face by the accidental dis- 
charge of a supernumerary’s pistol. The 
wound, althougha serious one, is not neces- 
sarily fatal. Willard was conveyed tohis 
home, where atl o’clock this morning he 
was resting quietly, but the bullet had not 
been extracted. 

DIED FROM HER INJURIES. 

RICHLAND, Mo., April 16.—Mrs. Sam Carson 
died to-day. Tuesday she was thrown froma 
mule, but apparently suffered notinjury, as 


she caught the animal unaided and resumed 
her journey home. She performed her house- 
hold duties as usual, entertaining guests at 
tea last night. During the night concussion

CHOICE NARROWING 


Harrison Almost Alone in the Repub- 
lican Race. 


FORECAST OF THE POLITICAL SITUATION 
BY MURAT HALSTEAD, 


Defeat Turned to Victory by Female Vot- 
ers—Powell Clayton Outlines a Gloomy 
Future for the Negro—Louisiana Demo- 
cratic Factions Drifting Farther Apart 
—Hill Denounced—Campaign Notes. 


New YoOrRK, April 16.—Murat Halstead 
talked on Pregidential possibilities at 
his rooms at the Clarendon Hotel, Brook- 
lyn, last night, and incidentally touched 
upon what he termed the revolution in Jer- 
sey City and the late election in Rhode 
Island. He believed that the signs of the 
times pointed toward Harrison, and felt con- 
vinced that Blaine’s retirement was final. 
‘*I have not seen anything,’’ he said, ‘‘since 
the retirement of Mr. Blaine, that leads me to 
believe that there would be serious opposti- 
tion to President Harrison’s renomina- 
tion by the ‘Republicans. Every- 
thing is going his way. Per- 
haps there is too much unanimity 
among the Republicans, but I do not see any- 
thing threatening in that, There is a good 
deal of objection offered in the aggregate. 
We hear of Mr. Platt, Mr. Quay and of certain 
silver Senators who are opposed, or reported 
to be so, to President Harrison, but there 
seems to be nothing consecutive or execu- 
tive. Mr. Allison isnot a eandidate, and if 
he were he would probably /be stronger than 
any one whoisinthe fleld against Harrison. 
The same may be said of Sherman and the 
Same of Robert T. Lincoln. 

‘‘Idonot think as the ease stands that 
Gen. Alger is going to get more than a com- 
piimentary vote. The three men who would 
be strong competitors—Sherman, Allison 
and Lincoln—do not appear tto be in the field. 
McKinley of Ohio would be a formidable can- 
didate, but lam not ofthe opinion that it Its 
his year torun, orthat he tuinksitis. I do 
not hear of Judge Gresham in the flela, 
except I have seen a dispatch this week put- 
ting him forward prominently for nomina- 
tion at Omaha, and I fancy the Judge will not 
countenance that nonsense. There has been 
talk of ‘Jerry’ Rusk, Secretary of the Depart- 
mentof Agriculture, and rumors that the 
opposition of the Republican party to Harrti- 
son might drift to ‘Uncle Jerry.’ ’’ 


NO COMPROMISE, 


LOUISIANA DEMOCRATS CAN FIND NO BASIS OF 
AGREEMENT. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., April 16.—Both of the 
Democratic factions will hold large mass 
meetings in thiscity to-night. The Foster- 
Farmers’ Alliance faction, at a private con- 
ference at the St. Charles Hotel, sent an in- 
Vitation to Col. A. W. L, Crandall, Chairman 
of the McEnery faction Executive Commit- 
tee, to call and discuss the situation.

OBITUARY. 


Heart Failure Carried Off Prof. Samuel 
Jaekson—Death Record. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 16,—Samuel Jack- 
son, the most famous pyrotechnist of the 
country, died of heart faflure at his home in 
this city on Thursday night. . Prof. Jackson’s 
face showed the marks of many narrow es- 
capes from death through unlooked for ex- 
plosions, and during his career no less than 
twelve of his establishments were wrecked, 
twice with woeful fatality. He was bornin 
Haddonfield, N. J,, amd passed his 78th 
birthday two days before hisdeath. Jackson 
began the manufacture of fire-works in this 
city in 1887, continuingin the business until 
1887, from which time he devoted himself 
to the manufacture of danger signals, 
for railroads. e ‘ was famous 
for the artistic beauty - of his 
pyrotecnnic displays and continued exhibi- 
tions tin every large city of North and South 
America. Mr. Jackson managed the mag- 
nificent display at the Centennial Exhibition, 
as well as those of the Memphis Mardi Gras 
and the st. Louis. Veiled Prophets. In the 
manufacture of his inventions, which include 
a cartridge that wag widely used during the 
civil war, as well asthe present form of rail- 
road danger signals, Jackson was singularly 
unfortunate. In1 an explosion occurred 
at his cartridge pees f at Tenth and Reed 
streets, this®ity, which killed eighteen men, 
and ten years ago anotherexplosion at his 
Chester Danger Signal plant Killed twenty 
men. Though so Often .practically ruined, 
his spirit was ever Duoyant, and no accident 
discouraged him. 


JOHN LYLE KING. 

Cu1caGo, Ill., April 16.—After a year of suf 
fering John Lyle King, one ofthe oldest and 
best-known members of the Chicago bar,died 
to-day. Death camesuddenly and painlessly. 
From a deepand peteful sleep Mr. King was 
aroused but a few minutes before the end. 


Two or three gasps were the only signs of his 
struggle against dissolution, and then witha 
faint smile he passed away. He wasa native 
of Indiana and was elected to the Legislature 
in 1852. Four years later he came to Chicago. 
He was elected City Attorney in 1860 over the 
late Col. James A. Mulligan. This was his 
last office. Thereafter he devoted himself to 
the practice of his profession, in which he 
became eminent. 


CHARLES E. VALIN.

E. Valin, United States Navy, 
who was placed on the retired list five days 
ago, died suddenly at his residence inthis

FREIGHT RATE DISCRIMINATION, 


Secrets of the Rebate System Laid Bare— 
Legal Steps Taken. 


CHICAGO, Ill., April 16.—It has been claimed 
by legal representatives of the Federal Gov- 
ernment that as under the rulingsof the 
Federal Courts that neither the shipper nor 
the representative of any railroad with 
which he deals can be compelled tocriminate 
himself in any case under the interstate 
commerce law, itis practically impossible to 
obtain evidence toconvict under that law. 
For answer to this the Tribune this morning 
prints more than a full pageof fac similes of 


documents and attested coples, all of which 
it claims are admissible In evidence, showing 
numerous violations of thelaw. It summar- 
pe the results of its investigation as fol- 
OWS: 

The proof is herewith presented of the pay- 
ment toJ. V. Farwell & Co. by the Delaware, 
Lackawanna & Western Ral!lroad Co. ofa re- 
bate for $6,618. Proofis given that Swift & 
Co., through a confidential clerk, have re- 
ceived extensive rabates from the Lacka- 
wanna line. The rebates were paid to this 
clerk under the guise of commissions. Con- 
vincing testimony over the signature of the 
official who granted the rebate is presented, 
which proves thatthe West Shore road ar- 
runged to pay back a direct rebate ofl centa 
hundred pounds on large shipments of mar- 
ble from the Rutland quarries to Philadel- 

hia. The Standard Oil Co. and the Sugar 
Trust are shown to have received ay- 
ments in the shape of rebate, which 
would bear a rigid investigation. 
Rebates in the formof cartage allowances 
have been paid to J. B. Manning of Buffalo, 
N. Y., ona shipment of maltto Weehauken, 
N. J. Evidence is — showing special 
rates on shipments of paper from Saugerties 
to Minneapolis and St. Paulin direct viola- 
tion of the interstate law. Proofis given of 
extensive discrimination in the making of 
deep cuts by special ratesin favor of C. G. C. 
Oterseon, a jJarge broom manufacturer. Itis 
shown that the New York Central has made 
extensive cuts by means of underbilling the 
weight of cars. 

Evidence is at hand which proves that the 
large shippers, including Messrs. Armour, 
Swift and Morris, are allowed to bill their 
goods to New York City and by stopping them 
at Jersey City, a point which carries the 
same railroad tariff as New York, are given a 
refund, alleged to be for lNghterage charges. 
Because the products were never lightered, 
this refund amounts to 3 cents per 100 pounds, 
and isa direct cut of therate. ‘These.ship- 
pers are also obtaining payment of & cent 
per mile extra mileage upon the railroad cars 
offered by them. ‘Ihis form of rebate has 
been declared by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to be Hepes taped obnoxious, 
and they have said that they would move in 
the prosecution of persons obtaining sucha 
rebate if they can secure the evidence. 

Evidence will be found in the payment of 
rebate by arrangement to refunda certain 
proportion of the charges by manipulation of 
elevator charges; by the repayment of light- 
erage charges; by making cartage allow-~ 
ances, andina number of other of the many 
wavs which the ingenuity of the railway men 
and the shippers have devised. 

Special Agent Kyetschmar of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission is in Omaha, andin 
railroad circles it is said trouble is ahead for 
some officials. Kretschmar was here last 
November with evidence tending to show 
that the Missouri Pacific had manipulated 
rates on meats’ shipped from South 
Omaha to Kansas City and that the Burling- 
ton & Missouri had given favored shippers 
preferences on shipments of stone from Col- 
oradoto Omaba.

Controversy Over a Bilood-Stained Pro- 
gTamme Settle. 


BALTIMORE, Md., April 15.—Mr. James R. 
Ford and Mr. John T, Ford were each shown 
the story in New York thata Mr. J. 8S. Case of 
Brooklyn had in his possession a bilood- 
stained programme that was in the hands of 
President Lincoln at the time of his assas- 
sination. An affidavit purporting to be 
signea by Mr. John T. Ford and witnessed by 
a notary public was included. This article 
stated that the affidavit was signed by Mr. 
Ford on his deathbed, in November, 1890. 


Mr. John T. Ford is a very much alive gen- 
tleman and comimented on the publications 
and said:

Wedanor punishable by fine or imprisonment 
or by both for one to keep a room or occupy 
@ place within this State with a book, in- 
strument or device for the purpose of record- 
ing or registering bets or wagers or selling 
pools upon the result of any trial 
or contest of skill, speed or power of 
endurance of man or beast, which is to be 
made or take place beyond the limits of this 
State, or to record or register bets or wagers 
or sell pools upon the result of a trial or con- 
test of the character above said, or to keep, 
exhibit or employ any device or apparatus 
for the purpose of recording or registering 
such bets or wagers or selling pools 
as above indicoted, or to become the 
custodian or depositary for hire or privilege 
of any money, property or thing of value 
staked, wagered or pledged as afore indi- 
cated. The return further sets forth thatit 
is the duty of the Chief of Police to prevent 
crime and arrest offendersin the city of St.

The return 
alleges that the business of the 
plaintiff referred to in the petition is in 
reality and in fact the business of book-mak- 
ing and pool-selling, as defined and pro- 
hibited in the above mentioned act of April 1, 
1991, and which the plaintiff proposes to and 
will carry on under the guise of a telegraph 
business, if the restrain ng Srtet asked for is 
granted in this cause. he return further 
sets forth that the character of 
the said business was recently 
determined in a causeinthe Court of Crim- 
inal Correction in which James Hi. Town- 
send, the President and Manager of the Mer- 
cantile Telegraph Co. was adjudged guilty of 
a misdemeanor and fined $1,000. The return 
denies that Chief Harrigan has made any 
threats against the plaintiff or its business 
and that he only stated that 
he would cause the arrest ina lawful manner 
ofthe plaintiff, its managers, agents, serv- 
ants and employes whenever and as often 
and as many timesaday as they or any of 
them violated the act of April 1, 1891. 

The attorneys forthe Mercantile Telegraph

CITIZENSHIP REFUSED. 


John Ferry Does Not Come Up to the 
Legal Requirements. 

ALLENTOWN, Pa., April 16.—Judge Albright 
has handed down an opinion giving his 
reasons for refusing to naturalize John 
Ferry, a Catasaqua rolling mill striker, who 
was in November last found guilty of unlaw- 
ful assembly. Judge Bright says: ‘‘The 
statute provides that before the court 
shall admit an alien to citizenship it shall be 
made to appear that he has resided in the 
United States five years at least, and during 
that time has behaved as a manof good moral 


character, attached tothe principles of the 
constitution of the United States and well 
disposed to the good order and happiness of 
the country. Said conviction establishes that 
the petitioner at the time of the commission 
of the said offense was not of the disposition 
and repute required by the naturalization 
laws. He violated a penallaw of this com- 
monwealth. For that reason his petition 
must be refused at this time. The court ts not 
disposed to deal more harshly with the petl- 
tioner than necessary. Whenever he can 
show good behavior during the time required 
by said act of Congress he may apply again,’’

At the end of the_ second 
week the second man on the list will receive 
a suit for$2. He will drop out and another 
individual will take his place. This will 
continue until the fiVe original men have 
received their suits, the last man on 
the list paying $5 for his sutt, Had 
the five men bought these suits 
elsewhere they would have paid out 
altogether $25, but with us they only pay $18. 
This looks as though we would lose by the 
transaction, but we do not. We can buy 
those suits for $15 and therefere have a profit 
of $3 above all such money as may be forfeit- 
ed.’’ The attorneys for the defense are san- 
guine as to the decision of the court,

STRUCK A REEF. 


Suffering and Escape of a Sunken Vessel’s 
Crew. 

Nassav, New Brunswick, April 16.—On 
April 4the Nassau schooner Rebecca, while 
On @ missionary tour with Rev. Father Paul, 
QO. S&S. B., of Minnesota and Rev. Father 
Schreiner of Nassau, Roman Catholic mis. 
Sionaries, on board, struck some sunken 
reefs near VUonception Island at 10 p. m., 
Aprilll. The vessel was badly damaged and 
in less than five minutes after striking the 
reefs she foundered, The two priests, with 


the crew of six men, took toa small boat, tn} 


which they remained all night. When day- 
light appeared the shipwrecked men eagerly 
scanned the horizon for the purpose of dis- 
covering their position. After rowing for 
several hours they at last sighted land and at 
Ya. m, they reached an uninhabited island. 
Here they found water and some 
crabs and other shell fish. The little 
party were forced to make their meals from 
this scanty fare having left the sinking 
vessel in such haste that they were unable to 
take any provisions along with them. They 
remained on the lonely island for twenty- 
seven hours, when they succeeded in at- 
tracting the attention of the crew of a pass- 
ing sponge vessel who sent a boat ashore 
and took the party off, It'wasarough ex- 
perience for them and was attended with 
much hardship and danger. The vessel went 
to the bottom so quickly that those on board 
were unable to save anything except the 
garments they woreat the time of the ae- 

ent. 
time the vessel struck and the sea was run- 
ning dangerously. high. The schooner went 
down with her mainsail set. 


THREE VESSELS IN COLLISION. 

LonporN, April 16.—The British steamer 
Ripon City, Capt. Millard, which arrived at 
London, April 2, from New York, the British 
steamer Culgoa, at London, for Sydney, and 
the Norwegian bark Argo, Capt. Arentsen 
from Amsterdam, were in collision to-day at 
Woolwich, the naval port on the Thames, 
forming partof the metropolis. The three 
vessels came together with considerable 
force and all were badly damaged. The Argo 
apparently fared the worst in the collision 
and she received such severe damages that 
later she was run ashore to prevent her from 
sinking. She is ina bad position and at high 
tide the sea washed over her decks adding to 
the damage she had already sustained.

IOWA CROPS. 


Des Mornes, Io, , April 16.—This week’s bul- 
letin of the lowa Weather Bureau says: ‘*The 
past week was unseasonably cold and 
stormy, the average dally temperature 


being over 9 deg. below normal, with but 
little sunshine, The storm which 
began Tuesday evening developed on 
Wednesday into A regular March 
blizzard of considerable severity, with rain, 
sleet, hail and snow accompanied at times b 
lightning and thunder. Inthe northern half 
of the State the snow was quite heavy 
and the drifts impeded raiiway travel. 
It was an unusual storm for 
the season, though not wholly unprece- 
dented. The amount of precipitation 
varied from one-half an inch to 
over two inches. The temperature 
fell at the close of the storm a 
little below the freezing point. The princi- 
pal damage resulting was in delaying the 
necessary work of an already belated season 
and in loss of young stock not prop- 
erly sheltered. Fruit is pot suffi- 
ciently advanced to be injured, 
Compared with the average of recent years, 
the season is now fully two weeks late, or 
about as it was at the corresponding date last 
year. Spring wheatis mainly planted and 
the sowing of other small grain is on an 
average about halfdone.’ The worst of the 
prenent outlook is that the weather 
. not yet settled and the  tem- 
perature is still unseasonably low. 
The soliis abundantly moistened and only 
warmth and sunshine are needed to guicken 
vegetation and make the farmers happy. The 
probability is that the untoward condition 
will considerably reduce the acreage of all 
kinds of small grain. It is likely to bea very 
favorable season for grass. 


LABOR NEWS. 


Lonpdon, April 16.—Daily the effects of the 
strike of the Durham coal miners, which was 
inaugurated on the 12th of March last, are 
becoming apparent. Stocks of fuel at the 


works which have depended upon the Dur- 
ham mines for their supplies are either 
ng ts | exhausted or approaching the 
vanishing point. Never inthe course of the 
history of the trade and industry in the North 
of England has there been so grave a crisis, 
It is impossible to correctly estimate the 
number of men who have been thrown out of 
work by the strike of the miners.

Jim Corbett Talks About His Coming 
Fight With Sullivan.

HE PROPOSES TO DEFEAT THE CHAMPION 
BY GENERALSHIP, 


Corbett Will Begin Training at Asbury 
Park June 10—If Victorious, Will Meet 
All Comers; If Defeated, Will Retire— 
His Fights With Choynski—How He 
Trains. 


James J. Corbett, who is to fight John L. 
Sullivan, arrived in the city last night andis 
stopping at the Southern, while John L. puts 
upat the Lindell. Corbett was seen bya 
POS8T-DIsPATCH reporter this morning and 
gave a folloutline of the tactics he proposes 
toadopt in his fight with Sullivan, of the 
methods of training to be followed by him- 
and also discussed some other personal mat- 
ters about which there have been of late 
mapy conflicting statements made in the 
newspapers throughout the country. The 
California pugilist was in undress costume 
when seen in his roomto-day. He states that 
he weighs 200 pounds with his clothes on, but 
there iga striking contrast between his ap- 
pearance in light undershirt and drawers and 
the massive physique of the great John 
L. as the latter shows up in the 
last act of ‘*‘Honest Hearts and Willing 
Hands’’ at Havlin’s this week. “Noting this 
contrast the Post-DISPATCH reporter was 
asked by Corbett to pass a hand over the 
muscies of his body, stomach, arms and legs, 
and this ‘‘massage’’ examination proved at 
least that the fan Franciscan was as hard as 
&@ mass of fron in his muscular development. 
Then Corbett proceeded to discuss matters 
pugllistic. 

CORBETT’S FIGHTING PLANS. 

**Asto thetacticsI will adopt in my fight 
with Sullivan,’’ he said, ‘‘that depends alto- 
gether upon Sullivan’s condition when he 
Steps into the ring. If hehas trained thor- 
oughly, andi seehe is in first-clags trim, I 
will make the fightone of generalship alto- 
gether, andl am quick epough on my feet to 
give Sullivan considerable trouble even if he 
should be at his best. If he is not in good 
condition I shall push the fighting from the 
start. Ifightin Sullivan’s style, Marquis of 
Queensberry rules, myself, and with 
that advantage, and ®eling so quick 
on my feet, I don’t think I will have any 
trouble marking out a fight in which general- 
ship and hard work wil) play a large part. As 
to Sullivan’s  peegess condition on the day of 
the fight, I will say that he will never be able 
totrain into better shapethan he was the 
day he fought Kilrain. He weighed 225 pounds 
then, and atthat weightIam not afraid of 
him. Itrain down to 190 pounds. 

‘*I shall begin my training June 10, at As- 
bury Park, with Jim Daly, Billy Delaney and 
Denny Dolan, I train differently from other 
fighters, inasmuch asI don’t goto bed until 

ut 12 o’clock at night, and then I don’t get 
up until about 8:30, About staying up late I 
look atitin this way. The fight with Sulll- 
van will take place at 10 o’clock at 
night. If I trained into the habit of 
retiring, saying at 8:30 or 9 o’clock, 
that would leave me to fightat an hour at 
which I had been asleep every night for three 
months before. Ithink aman would fight 
better and more at himself at an hour in 
which he had been in the habit of being 
awakeandexercising. Rising at 8:30 0’clock, 
Iwalk for half an hour. Thenl get intoa 
boat and row about two miles; and then, say 
at 10 o’clock, I am back at home for 
a good, stiff breakfast. About an hour 
after breakfast-my trainers takea base ball 
bat, a base ball and a foot-bgll, and all of us 
go outtothe hills, and there they bat the 
ball in a way that keeps me chasing it for all 
I’m worth. Lused tobe a Dall player, you 
know. After that we play foot-ball for a 
while and then wrestie and clinch on the 
turf, the same as would be done in the ring. 
Following this we run home at a jog-trot, 
and arrived there, playtwo games of hand 
ball, after which lskipthe rope for some 
time, andthen my trainers give me a rub- 
down, and I am then ready for a light lunch. 
In the afternoon, I box for an hour with Jim 
Daly, row for one ortwo hours, and then we 
go out foraten-mile spin intO the country, 
walking and running, with an 
occasional sprint. From within two 
miles of 10me, on the return, 
we come ata jog-trot. My bath is ready for 
me, andafterthat comes supper. AtnightI 
play billiards or pool, andI don’t go to bed 
until [ feel sleepy. I have no very strict rules 
as tomy diet. Of course, you know that I 
don’t drink at all,’’ 

CHAMPIONSHIP OR NOTHING. 

‘*‘If I shall be so fortunate as to whip Sulll- 
van I will hold the championship against 
allcomers, I shall be open to cballenge 
from the winner of the Jackson-Slavin 
fight, and wil! be ready to fight any man who 
has got money enoughtofight me. If I do 
not win the fight with Sollivan I shall retire 
from the ring forever. There is nothing in it 
without the championship. A man can, of 
course, make a living, but that is about all 
he can do, unless he gets the championship 
in his class, andif {[failto get that I shall 
quit. Lam going to make a good fight for it, 
and I think all who see meto-night will agree 
in one thing, which isthatIam the quickest 
heavyweight in the world. Iam not afraid 
of Sullivan’s ‘rushes,’ andI think there will 
be a good fight, no matter who wins. As to 
this report that Sullivan has stated that 
when we sparred in Sag Francisco, I asked 
him to ‘go easy with me,’ I say that I don’t 
believe Sullivan ever said it. But whether 
he did or not the statement is not 
true. good many words are 
put in Sullivan’s mouth, and in mine, which 
neither of us ever said, and this story may be 
a case ofthat kind. Ihave not seen Sullivan 
since larrived in St, Louis, Ihave made no 
effort to see him, as there is no business to 
bring us together, I don’tthinkI have ever 
met himtotalk with him more than three 
times in my life. 

CORBETT’S FIGHTS WITH OCHOYNSKI, 

*‘*‘Now as to the number of times I have 
stopped Joe Choynskiinthe ring I see that 
he is denying I ever poppes him, 

‘‘Here is thetruth about the matter. I 
can’t give dates, but all these statements can 
be easily verified by witnesses. The first 
time I fought Choynski was in a barnon 
Hayes street in San Francisco. The fight 
Was caused by a personal grudge, 
and he had about ten friends with him to see 
it. Illicked himin one round. The second 
fight took place on the sand lots in San Fran- 
cisco, at the endof California street. We 
fought two rounds with bare knuckles, and 
after [knocked Joe Choynski out, I whipped 
his brother, Chauncy, who was the cause of 
the fight. The third time we fought was in 
the Olympic Club inSan Francisco, when 
they wanted two heavy -weights to 
wind up ap entertainment, and I told ’em to 
get that fellow Choynski and I would fight 
him. Iknocked him down and nearly out in 
the first round, but eee him up and told 
him I would go ight with him for the rest of 
the fight. I wanted to show the crowd how 
softhe was for me, but he got fresh in the 
second round, and I then knocked him out for 
good. The fourth time, we really fought twice. 

‘*The fight started in a barn, but at the 
fifth round it was stopped by the Sheriff. I 
then had the best of Choynski, and his friends 
were hedging, although I had broken my 
rightthumb. The fight was postponed for 
six days, and then we met On a barge in San 
Francisco Bay, After we got on the barge, 
Choynskisaid he had forgotten his gloves, 
but rather than have the fight stopped, I let 
him fight with skin loves, while I 
wore three ounce gloves to save my sore 
hand. Inthe third round I knocked two fin- 

ers of my left hand out of joint, so that I 

idn’t have a hand to fight with, but I 
whipped Choynski then by generalship. I 
kept him from hitting me and made him 
whip himeelf, he being so badly winded at 
the fast that {had no trouble stopping him 
‘when I wanted to, That’s all there is to the 

hoynski matter. I am in good trim now, 

nd I hope the St. Louis egg will Judge me

He Makes a Formal Apology to His 
First. Friends. 


A HUMILIATING SPEECH MADE IN A 
SECRET CAUCUS. 


He Says He May Have Done Wrong, But 
the Move Seemed Good Politics—Ed 
Butler Returns and Will Fight Swift 
and Noonan During the Coming Cam- 
paign. 


Dick Daiton has been placed in the rather 
humiliating position, for a candidate to such 
a dignified office as Governor of the State, of 
a@ man who feels it necessary to apologize for 
his treachery towards his best friends. A 
caucus of the original Dalton men was held 
quietly last night in the hall over Haviin’s 
Theater, formerly occupied by the Elks. It 
was gotten up by Ed Devoy,who has insisted 
ever since Mr. Dalton joined Mayor Noonan 
that he owed it to his first friends 
in the city to make a frank explanation of 
his conduet. Mr. Dalton has been willing to 
meet his original boomers singly, but he has 
not been inclined to face them altogether. 
Yesterday, however, Ed Devoy found that he 
and Representative Dennis Ryan had to take 
some decided action to relieve thems elves of 
the suspicion that they had sympathized 
with the arrangement between the 
Mayor and Dalton. Devoy was 
put on a Noonan-Dalton delegation 
in the Twentieth Ward by Manager W. H. 
Swift and some of the first Dalton men began 
to accuse him openly of making a smart 
trade with the new leader. Already hurt by 
the action of Dalton he was goaded by those 
charges into making a peremptory demand 
upon the candidate for acquittal. 

‘'! MAY HAVE DONE WRONG.’’ 

About forty men were at the caucus. Every 
ward In town was represented, and many of 
the Dalton men now working with the 
Mayor were present. Mr. Dalton was intro- 
duced by Representative Ryan, and made a 
speech about ten minutes long. It differed 
from the other speeches he is making now-a- 
days, because it had no campaign oratoy in 
it. He didn’t talk of his farm or his nation- 
ality. Hebegan by saying thathe had hig 
forces in the country pretty well organ- 
ized, and upon looking around 
he found that he needed 
the St. Louis vote to nominate him. He had 
every confidence in the friends whohad taken 
hold of his campaign in the city and had 
made the success of it they had, but when 
Mr. Swift cameto him and offered him the 
administration strength he felt so sure that 
this was all he would need tocarry the city 
he jumped at the proposition. He disclaimed 
all responsibility for the details of the cam- 
paign management by whichthe Deyoy and 
Ryan slate for delegates had been -gmashed, 
andjthen sald:

Our city fathers have been rather liberal in 
granting these franchises without a sufficient 
equivalent, ashas been done in some first- 
class Kuropean cities, but where they proba- 
bly don’t have the ‘‘push’’ tnits full devel- 
opment as here. But had our ‘‘fathers’’ the 
legal right to give away our streets exclu- 
sively for the use of these corporations? 
Does not_ the ownership of the 
streets still vest in the peoplé, and 
pga ee | property owners? The reckless way 
in which these roads are run, particularly at 
street crossings, the way they run_ into 
vehicles and kill people seems to indicate 
the reverse. Then, too, the careless manner 
in which they are permitted to dig up and de; 
stroy our expensive granite pavements, re- 
placing them only inthe most slovenly way; 
the manner in which they have been allowe 
to make sewer connections, destroying cross- 
ings, making depressions for mud and water 
to accumulate, where before were elevations 
for pedestrians, as at Howard and Broad- 
way and other places on that road, and all 
along Tenth and Eleventh streets would 
seem toshowthey are independent of legal 
restriction and all obligations to the public 
except to carry them and secure their 
nickels. [am not hostile to our railways. 
Farfrom it. I want them to prosper and in- 
crease facilities in every possible direction. 
But this can be done and they be compelled 
to obey the law just the same as private per- 
sons. Won’t you lend your strong right arm 
to this reform?

CUBAN - ORDERS INC REASING, 


Recent Demands for St. Louis Flour Very 
Large. 

The movement of St. Louis flour to Havana 
has been particularly strongly marked within 
the last three weeks. For a time during 
March it fell off and but little was done in thig 
line. Some were inclined to suppose that the 
demand during the firsttwo months of the 
year had been such as to supply all the needs 


and that there would be little more required 
during the remainderofthe year. In refer. 
ence to this Gov. E, O. Stanard said: 
*43¢ is true that during January 
and February the shipments of flour tothe 
West Indies were phenomenally large, those 
from the United States alone exceeding in 
amount the exports from both America and 
Europe during the corresponding period of 
1891, andas a result there was for atime a 
slacking up in the trade. But the Cubans 
have now used up their surplus stock and are 
buying again. or a week or two past large 
shipments of flour have been made, and more 
is ordered... We ought to control nearly the 
entire trade, and it looks as if we were going 
to do so.’’ 

Alex. H, Smith said: *‘St. Louis can and 
should control the flour trade of Cuba and of 
alarge part of South America. When the 
tariff of $5.35 a barrel was in force of course 
we could do little; but when this was reduced 
to $1, we were made masters of the situation, 
It isour own fault if we forfeit this position,’ 
The hard wheat millers cannot compete with 
us, as it has been proved time and time again 
that this flour will not Keep in tropical 
climate. With theriver and the new line of 
steamers to Havana we ought to drive Balti- 
more and Philadelphia entirely out of the 
race.’’ 

Other shippers state that Cuban orders 
have been largely increasing.

Duffy and Dr. Day Reopened. 


DUFFY PUTS UP A HIGH FENCE TO 
OBSCURE THE DOCTOR’S VIEW. 


Its Erection Leads to the Raising ofa Big 
Sign, on Which the Real Estate Agent 
Is Given a Bad Character—The Sign 
Destroyed— What the Frincipals Have 
to Say. 


The clan of Duffy and the house of Day are 
again arraigned each other, and fhe feud 
which raged for a time over the Marre saloon 
has again been revived, 

A few daysago some laborers drove up to 
the vacant lot on the north side of Finney 
avenue a few feet west of Sarah street, with 
three old telegraph poles and a lotofold 
lumber. They Gumped the poles and the lum- 
ber on the lot and went to work digging three 
holes for the three old telegraph poles. These 
holes began at the inside edge of the sidewalk 
and extended ina row along the east edge of 
the lottoa point near the front of the ad- 
joining house. 

This house and the two next to it belong to 
Dr. J. L. Day. He occupies the one on the 
corner and rents the other two. They are 
nice three-story stone-fronts, and stand 
back from the sidewalk about twenty feet, 
and have nice little grass plats in front of 
them, The vacant lot where the post-holes 
were being dug belongs to Jos. A. Duffy, the 
real estate agent. 

When the laborers were digging their holes 
they tramped over Dr. Day’s grass piats and 
stretched a rope over the corner of one to 
brace uptheir posts. Dr. Day came out and 
ordered them off his premises, and then gota 
policeman to watch them. 

SHUT OFF HIS VIEW. - 

That same afternoon the work was done, 
and a fence twenty feet high stood along the 
western line of Dr. Day’s grass plats, shut- 
ting off all the views from his houses to the 
west, and of his house from the west. The 
fence would be a source of joy to the cartoon- 
ist of afunny paper. It was intended to be 
ugly, and the intention was fully carried 
out. Itis propped up with pieces of timber 
and planking of all sizes, edges and kinds. 
The posts are hacked and scarred, and taken 
all together, itisas ugly a blot on the landa- 
scape as could be devised. The fence stood 
undisturbed untillast night, when at mid- 
night the cause for its existence was an- 
nounced onacanvas sign, which was erected 
on the west edge of Dr. Day’s westernmost 
grass plat. 

The sign was of canvas, 20 feet long and 4 
feet high, surmounted by three wooden 
crosses painted a bright green. 

On the. sign was painted first in large let- 
ters: 

‘*THIS 18 A PIECE OF DIRTY SPITE WORK.” 

Then followed in equally large letters some 
most abusive statements concerning Mr. 
Duffy. He was charged with the most sordid 
motives and his character was most severely 
refiected upon. 

The entire neighborhood was very much fn- 
terested and hundreds of people assembled 
to view the sign as it nestled under the high 
plank fence, which was in. itself no small 
curiosity. About 9 o’clock somebody tore 
down most of the canvas “7 and 
left only the framework with the 

reen painted crosses. The presumption 

nthe mind of everybody was that Dr. Day 
had oy up the sign, or had had it put up, but 
this he most strenuously denied. ow much 
further the feud between the Duffys and the 
Days will be carried cannot be told. 
HOW IT STARTED. 

It started some years ago when Dr. Day 
decided to buila his houseson the northwest 
corner of Sarah street and Finney avenue. 
He bad some trouble with Agent Duffy then, 
and he saysthat Agent Duffy became angry 
because the contract to buildthe houses was 
not given to his father. Then Mr. Duffy 
bought the lot next to Dr. Day’s, and started 
a controversy over the dividing line between 
the two lots. Day won, and this embittered 
the feeling still more. Duffy owned the 
southeast corner of Sarah street and Finney 
avenue, and built there a first-class store 
building with several nice residences next to 
it. The store was rented by Marre Bros. for 
a saloon. Then Dr, Day rallied ail 
the forces he could and started a most 
bitter war upon the saloon. Duffy of 
course sided with his tenants and fought 
back. Inspite ofall Dr. Day could do the 
Marre Bros. gota license to run the saloon, 
and run it = | did. 

Dr. Day kept up the fight and organized an 
opposition society, which worked, upon the 

roperty-owners and tax-payers in the same 

lock with the Marre saloon. When thetime 
came for a renewal of the license for the sa- 
loon Marre Bros. went about the block as 
usual with a petition to secure the signatures 
ofa majority of the tax-payers. Dr. Day’s 
society had worked too well and the requisite 
number of names could not be secured. 

8o for a brief period there was rejoicing in 
the camp of the Dayites, but it was not to lat 
long. Mr. Duffy came to the rescue of his 
tenants and played a little game which was 
fully exposed at the time. He cut up the back 
he of the Marre saloon into one-foot strips 

ransferred them to a number of different 
persons, who immediately signed the petition 
and provided the requisite number of names. 
This method of securing signatures satisfied 
Collector Ziegenhein and he accordingly 
granted the saloon a license for another 


year. 
THE DOCTOR GOES ARMED. 

The resentment of the Duffy side against 
Dr, og was very bitter; they claimed that 
living in another block he had no right to in- 
terfere in theirs and swore to be aven for 
alltheir wrongs. Certain of the Duffy ction 
said that the only thing to do was to Mi. ee 
for the doctor and ‘‘punch him a few.’’

houses, and some one in retaliation put up 
the sign maligning Mr. Duffy. 

DAY AND DUFFY INTERVIEWED. 

Dr. Day was seen to-dayand said: ‘‘I don’t 
know anything about the sign or who put it 
up. Itison my property but 1 had ‘nothing 
todo withit. Duffy is jealous of me because 
my houses rent and his don’t, and 
because he bought the lot 
to me in hope that he 
pull down the wall of oue of my houses. 
paid more for the lotthan he can get for it 
now, and it costs him $4.50 for every foot of it 
every year. He has threatened to putupa 
blind to shut off the view of my houses, and 
I see he has done iIt.’’ 

Mr. Jos. A. Duffy was seen at his office. ‘‘I 
don’t know who put upthe sign, I presume 
it was Day. As to the fence, I put that up 
myself. itison my property, andl havea 

erfectrighttodoso. Dayhas been harass. 
ng and annoying me, and now! am just 
bothering him a little bit.’’ 

All morning little crowds of people gathered 
to see the sizht and those who had seen the 
sign before it was torn down, told the others 
what had been written upon it. 

No personal encounters have occurred yet 
and no blood has been spilled. The Duffy 
forces are watching the Days fromthe Marre 
saloon across the street and both sides are 
planning for another move,
